Broadcasting magazine, which keeps track of 
such phenomena, reports on Aug. 7 that broad­ 
casters will pay professional teams and colleges 
$48 .8 million this y ear for rights to put football 
on radio and telev ision — 5.8 per cent more 
than in 19 66. 
Adv ertisers will spend about

spokesmen figure that New York retailers are 
losing up to $19 8 million a y ear in sales of cig­ 
arettes and related items.

M. Goodman, on Aug. 28 proposed the repeal 
of all local and state cigarette tax es and the 
enactment of a single federal tax of 20(5 a pack. 
State and local governments would be reim bursed 
for their repealed tax es out of the new federal 
tax . 
Four New York members of the U. S. House 
of Representatives on Aug. 31 introduced inden- 
tical bills which would allow states and cities 
of over one million population to collect cig­ 
arette tax es directly from the m anufacturers 
with the aid of the U. S. Treasury Department.

RAILROADS FACE 
TURBULENT YEAR 
BY DREW PEARSON 
American railroads are headed 
for a tough wage decision this 
week when the Morse A rbitra­ 
tion Board makes its report. 
Following this report on the op­ 
erating shop craft unions, the 
railroads are headed for some 
additional wage battles with the 
five operating brotherhoods. 
The Morse Board finished its 
hearings on Sept. 8, and met in 
the office of board member Ted 
Kheel on the following Saturday 
and Sunday. 
It has now reached 
a decision to be published at the 
end of this week. 
All signs point to the probability 
that the board will give a more 
generous settlement to the truly 
skilled members of the shop craft 
unions than originally comtem- 
plated. 
Insiders report that Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore., chairman of the 
board, has gone along with the 
argument of his colleague, Ted 
Kheel, that the machinsts, who 
get a lower wage in the railroad 
Industry than in the aircraft and 
other Industries, should not be 
penalized because of lower rail­ 
road wage standards. 
The railroads have argued that 
if they hike machinists' wages, 
they will be forced to reopen the 
wage scale of all the other unions 
and make comparable increases. 
Sen. Morse at first was inclined 
to buy this idea, but now has re ­ 
versed himself. 
In the inside 
discussions of the board, he has 
favored correcting this inequity 
for the Mechanics and the jo u r­ 
neymen, even if it does upset 
the balance between them and 
other unions. 
Kheel has argued that it's none 
of the board's business what is 
happening in the other unions. 
This is the same argument that 
was used by the typographical 
unions in the New York news­ 
paper strikes and was basically 
the reason why there are only 
two morning newspapers in that 
city today. 
BROTHERHOODS 
SPLIT 
UP 
Those who have followed the 
inside discussions of the board 
say that Sen. Morse and Kheel 
have dominated discussions of 
the 
board's 
five 
members. 
George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO, has taken a purely 
partisan position for labor; while 
Fred Kappel, retired chairman 
of the American Telephone and 
Telephone Company, has taken a 
partisan position on the side of 
management. 
The fifth member is ex-Sen. 
Leverett Saltonstall, Massachu­ 
setts Republican, who is “ Mr, 
Integrity" but is not skilled as 
a labor negotiator and some­ 
tim es 
has difficulty following 
the intricate details of this very 
complicated dispute. He has been 
Inclined to go along with the 
views of Morse and Kheel, and 
these three public members are 
really making the final decision. 
It’s significant that all three 
of the wage boards appointed by 
the President have favored an 
increase for the non-operating 
craft 
unions. 
The 
Gtnsburg 
Board, headed by Washington At­ 
torney 
David 
Ginsburg, 
first 
came up with a recommended 
increase. 
When this was turned down, 
Charles Fahy, Judge of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington, 
made a second study. 
He rec­ 
ommended a 6 per cent increase 
for all shop craft workers through 
a period of 18 months, with spe­ 
cial 5-cent raises for journeymen 
and mechanics every six months 
during this 18-month period. 
It's reported that the Morse 
Board will extend the 18 months 
to two years and will recommend 
more money for both skilled and 
unskilled workers. 
After the decision is published 
on Friday, either side can get 30 
days to consider the finding. 
But, even after this, the rail­ 
roads face trouble from the five 
operating brotherhoods. 
In the 
past these five have been inclined 
to act together. Recently, how­ 
ever, they have split up. 
The 
engineers and firemen, who used 
to cooperate, are now at odds 
with each other. The conductors 
and trainmen, who also used to 
cooperate, 
are 
also at odds. 
They have already indicated they 
will ask for a reopening of their 
agreements with the carriers. 
It looks like a turbulent wage 
year ahead for the railroads.

Eighteen years ago the United 
States was producing about half 
of the world’s output of cotton.

Today it is generally known 
that we have lost the greater 
part of the world’s cotton market 
because of an agricultural policy 
which maintained artifically high

two things; 
1) It encourages others 
to

‘COME CLEAN, SENATOR, OR COME HOME’ 
Although most Missouri newspapers, including 
a major of metropolitan and daily newspapers, 
have had little or no comment on disclosures of 
the state's junior U. S. Senator, at least one 
church publication in the state has spoken out 
on the issues involved. 
The publication, one of the outstanding ones 
in the state, is “The Word and Way", an offi­ 
cial journal of the Missouri Baptist Conven­ 
tion with offices in Jefferson City. The editor 
of the magazine is H. H. McGinty. 
In its July 27 edition, “The Word and Way" 
published an editorial which comes right to 
the point in the Long case. 
Entitled “Come 
Clean, Senator, or Come Home," the editorial 
speaks in unmistakable language on the issue. 
One statement, we believe, is worthy of re­ 
peating here. 
Says the editorial, “ This matter 
transcends politics. 
It is a question of honesty, 
of integrity, of public morality, of religion . . . 
In our opinion, Senator Long owes the citizens 
of Missouri . . . a clear statement of the facts. 
If he is not guilty, he has nothing to fear. If 
he is guilty, it is written, ‘An honest confession 
is good for the soul.' " 
The editorial takes exception to the junior 
Senator's claim that the names of his mutual 
law clients with St. Louis criminal attorney 
Morris Shenker constitute privileged informa­ 
tion. 
It also calls attention to the junior Sena­ 
tor's free-wheeling use of Senate payrolls for 
his domestic help at Clarksville and the use of 
federal funds for the rental of an upstairs room 
in Bowling Green. 
Although the magazine may receive some crit­ 
icism from some of its highly-partisan Demo- 
cratic-Baptist readers, we believe it is per­ 
forming a service by concerning itself with this 
question; like the editor, we feel the matter 
transcends politics. 
And since morality and integrity and honesty 
are critical issues in the Long case, we believe 
the magazine not only has an interest but an 
obligation in concerning itself with the dis­ 
closures on the activities of Sen. Long. 
Since the publication is an official journal of 
the Baptist Convention, we suspect Sen.

THE HIGH COST OF BUTTLEGGING 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New 
Yor k 
asked governors of 14 eastern states to meet 
with him on Tuesday (Sept. 12) to discuss the 
problem of cigarette smuggling into New York. 
NEW YORK CITY AND STATE OFFICIALS e s­ 
timate they are losing $64 million a year in 
taxes they do not collect on be jtlegged cigarettes. 
New York State taxes cigarettes 10£ a pack and 
New York City an additional 4£. Then there are 
distribution costs, bringing the average price per 
pack to 43£, highest in the country. 
This is a 
situation made to order for the small-time 
buttlegger. 
Bootleggers buy North Carolina cigarettes for 
$1.80 a carton, sell them to a pusher for $2.30 
a carton. The pusher sells at $3 a carton, pocket­ 
ing 70<f. 
The problem is not New York’s alone, though 
it does seem to be concentrated on the Atlantic 
littoral, Th*re are now 49 state cigarette taxes, 
ranging from 2-1/2 cents in Kentucky to 11 cents 
in New Jersey, Texas, and Washington. 
Disclosures of the connection between smoking 
«ml various lune and other diseases have en­ 


couraged state legislatures to raise cigarette 
taxes in recent years. 
Ohio's boost from 5£ to 
7£ per pack went into effect on Sept. 1. The 
Tobacco Tax Council reports that in Alabama a 
bill raising the tax from 7£ a package to 8? 
awaits only the governor's signature. 
THE OVER-ALL YIELD OF cigarette taxes in 
the 1965-66 fiscal year — the most recent year 
for which statistics are complete — was about 
$3.7 billion. The federal government collected 
$2 billion, the states 1.6 billion, and localities 
some $65 million. 
There are local taxes in 
10 states. 
The Agriculture Department on June 29 esti­ 
mated that Americans smoked 545 billion cig­ 
arettes in the fiscal year ended June 30. This 
is 9 billion more than.in fiscal 1966. Since 1960, 
cigarette sales have risen 61 billion. This de­ 
spite the federal law that requires cigarette 
packages to carry the statement: 
“Caution: 
Cigarette smoking may be hazardous to your 
health." 
A BUTTLEGGER running cigarettes to New 
York City from North Carolina — which does 
not tax its best known product — can net up to 
$3,000 on the contents of a one-ton panel truck. 
While the smuggler and his outlet prosper, the 
legitimate retailer suffers. 
Tobacco industry 
spokesmen figure that New York retailers are 
losing up to $198 million a year in sales of cig­ 
arettes and related items. 
New York City’s Finance Administrator, Roy 
M. Goodman, on Aug. 28 proposed the repeal 
of all local and state cigarette taxes and the 
enactment of a single federal tax of 20£ a pack. 
State and local governments would be reimbursed 
for their repealed taxes out of the new federal 
tax. 
Four New York members of the U. S. House 
of Representatives on Aug. 31 introduced inden- 
tical bills which would allow states and cities 
of over one million population to collect cig­ 
arette taxes directly from the manufacturers 
with the aid of the U. S. Treasury Department. 
In effect, the taxes would be collected before 
the would-be smuggler could buy the cigarettes.

artist whose conception of the 
four freedoms inspired Ameri­ 
cans in World War II, is point­ 
ing his talented brush toward 
things more controversial.

"The kind of thing I did for 
years is through," the 73-year- 
old artist said softly as he fold, 
ed his Twiggy frame into an 
antique chair. 
Rockwell is feverishly behind 
schedule, has committed his tal­ 
ents for months ahead and is 
generally happy about the whole 
thing. 
The shock of hair is silver, but 
his cavernous eyes are alive 
with enthusiasm.

The sweet smell of money rises from stadia 
all over the United States as the 16 teams of 
the National Football League ojien a 14-game 
regular season on Sunday, Sept. 17. 
The nine 
teams of the American Football League startl'd 
two weeks earlier. 
Broadcasting magazine, which keeps track of 
such phenomena, reports on Aug. 7 that broad­ 
casters will pay professional teams and colleges 
$48.8 million this year for rights to put football 
on radio and television — 5.8 per cent more 
than in 
1966. 
Advertisers will spend about 
$105 million. 
Not all the $56 million differ­ 
ence will be profits for the networks.

and TY operators will pay out big hunks of the

‘COME CLEAN. SENATOR. OR COME HOME* 
Although most Missouri newspapers, including 
a major of metropolitan and daily newspapers, 
have had little or no comment on disclosures of 
the state's junior U. S. Senator, at least one 
church publication in the state has spoken out 
on the issues involved. 
The publication, one of the outstanding ones 
in the state, is “ The Word and Way", an offi­ 
cial journal of the Missouri Baptist Conven­ 
tion with offices in Jefferson City. The editor 
of the magazine is H. H. McGinty. 
In its July 27 edition, “ The Word and Way” 
published an editorial which comes right to 
the point in the Long case. 
Entitled “Come 
Clean, Senator, or Come Home,” the editorial 
speaks in unmistakable language on the issue. 
One statement, we believe, is worthy of re­ 
peating here. 
Says the editorial, “ This matter 
transcends politics. 
It is a question of honesty, 
of integrity, of public morality, of religion . . . 
In our opinion. Senator Long owes the citizens 
of M issouri . . . a clear statement of the facts. 
If he is not guilty, he has nothing to fear. If 
he is guilty, it is written, ‘An honest confession 
is good for the soul.' *• 
The editorial takes exception to the junior 
Senator's claim that the names of his mutual 
law clients with St. Louis criminal attorney 
M orris Shenker constitute privileged informa­ 
tion. 
It also calls attention to the junior Sena­ 
to r's free-wheeling use of Senate payrolls for 
his domestic help at Clarksville and the use of 
federal funds for the rental of an upstairs room 
in Bowling Green. 
Although the magazine may receive some crit­ 
icism from some of its highly-partisan Demo- 
cratic-Baptist readers, we believe it is per­ 
forming a service by concerning itself with this 
question; like the editor, we feel the matter 
transcends politics. 
And since morality and integrity and honesty 
are critical issues in the Long case, we believe 
the magazine not only has an interest but an 
obligation in concerning itself with the dis­ 
closures on the activities of Sen. Long. 
Since the publication is an official journal of 
the Baptist Convention, we suspect Sen. Long 
will have an opportunity to read the editorial, 
printed in un outstanding publication of his 
church.

THE HIGH COST OF BUTTLEGG1NG 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New 
Y ork 
asked governors of 14 eastern states to meet 
with him on Tuesday (Sept. 12) to discuss the 
problem of cigarette smuggling into New York. 
NKW YORK CITY AND STATE OFFICIALS e s­ 
timate they are losing $64 million a year in 
taxes they do not collect on be utlegged cigarettes. 
New York State taxes cigarettes 10$ a pack and 
New York City an additional 4$. Then there are 
distribution costs, bringing the average price per 
pack to 43$, highest in the country. 
This is a 
situation made to order for the small-time 
buttlegger. 
Bootleggers buy North Carolina cigarettes for 
$1.80 a carton, scil them to a pusher for $2,30 
a i a**ton. The pusher sells at $3 a carton, pocket­ 
ing 70$. 
The problem is not New York's alone, though 
it does seem to be concentrated on the Atlantic 
littoral. There are now 40 State cigarette tuxes, 
ranging from 2-1/2 cents in Kentucky to ll cents 
in New Jersey, Texas* and W ashington. 
Disclosures of the connec tion between smoking 
nnH various lung and other diseases have en­ 


couraged state legislatures to raise cigarette 
taxes in recent years. 
Ohio's boost from 5$ to 
7$ per pack went Into effect on Sept. I. The 
Tobacco Tax Council reports that in Alabama a 
bill raising the tax from 7$ a package' to 8$ 
awaits only the governor's signature. 
THE OVER-ALL YIELD OF cigarette taxes in 
the 1965-66 fiscal year — the most recent year 
for which statistics are complete — was about 
$3.7 billion. The federal government collected 
$2 billion, the states 1.6 billion, and localities 
some $65 million. 
There are local taxes In 
IO states. 
The Agriculture Department on June 29 esti­ 
mated that Americans smoked 545 billion cig­ 
arettes in the fiscal year ended June 30. This 
is 9 billion more than in fiscal 1966. Since 1960, 
cigarette sales have risen 61 billion. This de­ 
spite the federal law that requires cigarette 
packages to carry the statement: 
"Caution: 
Cigarette smoking may be hazardous to your 
health.” 
A BUTTLEGGER running cigarettes to New 
York City from North Carolina — which does 
not tax its best known product — can net up to 
$3,000 on the contents of a one-ton panel truck. 
While the smuggler and his outlet prosper, the 
legitimate retailer suffers. 
Tobacco industry 
spokesmen figure that New York retailers are 
losing up to $198 million a year in sales of cig­ 
arettes and related items. 
New York City's Finance Administrator, Roy 
M. Goodman, on Aug. 28 proposed the repeal 
of all local and state cigarette taxes and the 
enactment of a single federal tax of 20$ a pack. 
State and local governments would be reimbursed 
for their repealed taxes out of the new federal 
tax. 
Four New York members of the U. S. House 
of Representatives on Aug. 31 introduced inden- 
tical bills which would allow states and cities 
of over one million population to collect cig­ 
arette taxes directly from the manufacturers 
with the aid of the U. S. Treasury Department. 
In effect, the taxes would be collected before 
the would-be smuggler could buy the cigarettes.
